L. 


Strong, the'last mayor of the old city 
ot New York, died suddenly at three, 
o'clock this morning at his residence 
In this city. The illness ot Mr. -Strong 
was kept frpm -his political friends. 
It was known'among bis business as- 
sociates', in the wholesale dry goods 
district, but no one' suspected that his 
condition was alarming. He had not 
•been at his 'place o£ -business lor sev- 
eral days. 


Mr. Strong took an active part in the 


present campaign, and it-is said that 
bis political" labors, combined with his 
attempts to retain supervison over his 
business affairs, lu tbe face of impair- 
ed health, brough about the illness 
that resulted in Ms death. 


William L.,Strong was born In Ohio 


in 1827 and came to New York when a 
young man. 
He found employment 


with different firms until Jan. 1, 1870, 
when be organized the dry goods house 
of William1 L. Strong & Co. Th'e firm 
soon- grew' to be one -ot the prominent 
business houses'-of the city. He also 
interested .himself In banking matters 
and was president of the Central Na- 
tional bank. 


Mr. Strong took -an active interest in 


-politics, and was one oi the leaders of 
the reform movement in this city and 
was-elected mayor on tbe Republican- 
Citizens' union ticket In 1894, He was 
the last mayor of-the old city of New 
York before consolidation with Brook- 
lyn and the other boroughs composing 
the'present city of New York. 


At the time of Ws death Mr. Strong 


was a member of a number of socie- 
ties, inclii'ding the Ohio nociety, Ameri- 
can Fine Arts society, American.Mu- 
seum of Natural History, Metropolitan 
Museum association and American Ge- 
ographical aoclety.
